RED CROSS DRIVE 
GETS UNDER WAY; 
LABOR MUST HELP 


Organized Labor’s Part 
Must Be Upped To 

Care For Additional Needs 
Of Armed Forces 


With labor shouldering one 
of the major roles in the 1943 
American red cross campaign 


for $125,000,000 to carry on its 


globe-encircling program, mem- 
bers of AFL, CIO, and the railroad 
brotherhoods in the Pacific area 
have set their respective fund rais- 
ing program into high gear. 

The red cross war fund campaign 
opened February 28 with a kick- 
off radio program on which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz and Red Cross Chairman 
Norman Davis were heard. General 
Eisenhower spoke from allied gen- 
eral headquarters in north Africa 
and Admiral Nimitz from the Pa- 
cific battle area. 

Labor leader spokesmen in this 
area said attention is being called 
to the red cross program of service 
to the armed forces—hundreds of 
thousands of labor’s affiliates now 
are under arms-—-and also are 


stressing the red cross program 
designated to prepare civilians for 
wartime exigencies. 

Sixty-five per cent of the $125,- 
000,000 which is the 1943 war fund 
goal, is slated for red cross service 
to the armed forces. To carry on| 
its program of health, education 
and safety services, such as the 
first aid, nutrition and home nurs- 
ing courses, the red cross will need 

; $5,800,000. Labor, through its gen- 
eral red cross contributions, will 
provide sizeable donations toward 
these sums as well as toward the 
$6,200,000 which will be necessary 
for disaster relief and civilian war 
aid, 

Labor’s participation in the red 
cross program has been outstand- 
ing. Thousands of AFL, CIO and 
railroad brotherhoods affiliates are 
blood donors, while hundreds of 
thousands have taken part in the 
red cross first aid, nutrition, home 
nursing, production and nurse’s aid 
services.

At first, after Captain Rickenbacker’s return from the sea, we 
were rather tolerant of his erratic outbursts. It is impossible for 
a man to float around on a raft under the tropical sun for| 
several days without becoming slightly “loco,” as they say in 
the cow country. Now we are getting more than a little bit 
bored with his frantic utterances. Time has come to dissect 
one of his pet boogies and show that it is purest hokum. 

Rickenbacker says, whenever he gets a chance to make a 
speech to a luncheon club composed of bulbous business tycoons 
that if he could take the men out of the trenches on Guadalcanal | 
and put them in the war plants, production would be doubled| 
in 60 days. Let's see about that, The highly skilled fighting | 
men on Guadalcanal learned their soldier trade through months 
of hard work. But are they airplane builders? Or shipbuilders? | 
Or mechanics? A few may be, but not many. 

The plain truth is that if it were possible to transfer those | 
superb fighting men from the south Pacific and put them, as| 
they are, into the airplane plants and shipyards, production | 
would almost come to a halt. They would require months of 
hard training before they could become skilled plane and ship- 
builders. It is also a fact that it takes a lot of hard work and

Rickenbacker’s ideas about economics have always been 
more or less foggy, probably because he knows nothing about 
the subject. He knows how to pilot an airplane, and that lets 
him out.

But as| 
a labor-baiting economist, he is dangerous as well as silly

obeyed.” On November 30 the union 
advised the WLB that you had re- 


fused to sign any agreement unless 
a clause was inserted reading as! 
follows: 


“The following provisions are not 
voluntarily agreed to by the com- 
pany. In the company’s opinion 
they are illegal and unsound. These 
provisions are copied verbatim 
from the war labor board's order of ; 
November 5, 1942, and are incor- 
porated herein, on the company’s 
part, under duress and only be- 
cause the president of the United 
States as commander-in-chief in 
time of war has expressly ordered 
that they be included.” | 

“Chairman Davis of the WLB then 
asked Wards to meet with the 
union officers in an informal con- 
ference in Washington on Decem-| 
ber 7, After discussion during the 
conference, Chairman Davis asked | 
your representatives, as well as 
those of the union whether the fol- 
lowing would be acceptable in place 
of the clause you proposed: 

“The following clauses are ver- 
batim copies of the clause contained 


in the directive order of the na- 
tional war labor board dated No- 
vember 5, 1942, and are included

“May I close on this note —we 
live in dangerous times—we have 
war to win--a hard post-war 
period ahead: To retain any form 
of the democracy we are fighting 
for there must be better under- 
standing and closer cooperation be- 
tween industry and labor.

In New York 


A new 3-year contract increasing 
wages from 5 to 10 per cent for 
20,000 millinery workers in the New 
York metropolitan district has been 
signed by the joint board of the 
millinery workers’ union and three 
employer associations.

Agreement on the maintenance 
pay dispute between the Norwegian

Many people are under the im- 
|}pression that their letter carrier 
| goes to work around 8:00 or 8:30 in| 
{the morning, as that is the time; 


they usually see him leave the post 
|office with his well laden satchel, 
| They think the clerks put up their 
mail, and all the carrier has to do 
jis load up his satchel and start out. 
'Truth is, the carrier starts to work 
{at 6:00 or 6:15. He has to sort his 
jmail, get and sign for registered 
letters and C.O.D.'s, (collect on de- 
livery), line up his packages, get 
his relay ready for the truck, and 
jattend to innumerable other little 
| details before he starts out. He has 
to mark up (forward) from fifty to 
a hundred letters, enter new moves 
in his directory, see that there are 
|no letters wedged in his case, etc. 
And when you feel sorry when you 
see what a load he has, (and I don't 
mean it the way it sounds) remem- 
ber, this is only about a fourth or 
a fifth part of what he really has 
to get rid of before he returns. The 
rest is taken out by the parcel post- 
man to his storage box and he has 
three or four more loads to deliver 
just like the one you see him start 
out with. 

As he travels along he runs into 
many little difficulties on the way. 
Sometimes it is a dog snapping at 
his heels. Sometimes it is one of 
his patrons giving him heck for 
not bringing a letter they are posi- 
tive he has hid in his satchel, or 
has delivered to someone else. 
Many times it is necessary to wait 
many minutes for a patron to get 
to the door to sign for a package, 
or a register, or pay for a C.O.D. 
|The good old C.O.D. is one of the 
| biggest headaches for a postman, 
Nine out of ten times, (well, it 
seems that way) they have either 
forgotten about ordering it, aren't 
home, won't have the money until 
Saturday, or else bring out a bill 
that would take a Morgantheau to 
change. And then to cap the cli- 
max, and despite careful instruc- 
tions, sign on the wrong line. 

And then the beautiful rain! Ah! 
Me! Until you’ve seen a carrier 
with a big bundle of magazines on 
one arm, a handful of letters in 
hand, a sackful of packages, and an 
umbrella in the other hand come 
sliding down about ten slippery 
steps on the back of his neck, you 
haven't seen anything Those are 
the days when you wonder why you 
quit a nice dry coal mine for a job 
like this. But all in all, we love our 
job and we try our level best to 
keep everybody satisfied. And we 
are still hopeful that our govern- 
ment will recognize our loyalty and 
give us that long deferred raise in 
pay.
